Walsh Names New Prosecutors 
For Final 2 Iran-Contra Trials 

Independent counsel Lawrence E. Walsh has 
named new chief prosecutors to handle the last two 
scheduled trials of his Iran-contra investigation. 

San Francisco lawyer James J. Brosnahan, 58, will 
lead Walsh’s trial team in the case against former 
defense secretary Caspar W. Weinberger. Boston 
attorney Paul Ware, 48, will take charge of the case 
against former CIA official Duane R. Clarridge. 

Brosnahan agreed to take over the Weinberger 
case after deputy independent counsel Craig A. Gil- 
len withdrew in view of concerns that he might be 
called as a witness in the case. 

Weinberger’s trial on charges of perjury and ob- 
struction of justice is set for January. No date has 
been set for Clarridge, but a hearing on pretrial mo- 
tions will be held Monday. He has been charged 
with seven counts of lying about a secret shipment 
of Hawk missiles to Iran in November 1985. 

Brosnahan is a partner in the San Franciso firm of 
Morrison and Foerster and has represented corpor- 
ate clients, news organizations and political activists 
in a variety of civil and criminal cases. He is a 1959 
graduate of Harvard Law School and was a federal 
prosecutor in Phoenix and San Francisco before 
entering private practice. 

In 1986, he was a prominent witness at Senate 
confirmation hearings for Chief Justice William H. 
Rehnquist. Brosnahan contradicted Rehnquist’s ac- 
count of his role as chairman of GOP “ballot secu- 
rity" and similar programs in Phoenix elections from 
1958 to 1964. 

As a federal prosecutor in Phoenix in 1962, Bros- 
nahan said he was sent to investigate complaints of 
voter intimidation at one precinct; when he got 
there, he said unhappy minority voters pointed out 
Rehnquist as the Republican challenger who was 
giving them problems. Rehnquist testified that he 
had never, in any election, in any precinct, either 
“harassed or intimidated voters’’ or encouraged or 
approved such activity. 

After he was sworn in as chief justice, Rehnquist 
disqualified himself from three cases that came be- 
fore the court in which Brosnahan was representing 
one of the parties. 

Ware is a partner at the Boston firm of Goodwin, 
Procter & Hoar. He graduated from the University 
of Pennsylvania law school in 1969 and began his 
career as a federal prosecutor in Boston. He has 
represented corporate and individual clients at a 
wide range of civil and criminal trials.
